Ihile the federal role in the support of library service still^reraalns aanewbat 
unclear, state sifloport of the operations of the State Library has beccme firm. 

■Hie' State Library is no longer dependent upon the availability of federal funds 
for its deration. However, funding for the inprovement or develc^ment of local 
public library service is still entirely dependent upcm federal library funds. 



At this time, the federal library program is under study by the QMigress, the 
Adninistration, and tiie library profession. Many changes are being proposed, 
and it ranains .to be seen vfeat JwLU emerge frogj the various conflicting 
philoeojiiies about federal-state-local relationships and responsibilities in 
° the provision of library service. .

■ Society will vacate the Liberty Menprial Building. The Legislative Council 

Budget Ccranittee "C" is conductitig a space needs study of the various state ' 
agencies. The Director of the State Library Cciiirnission prepared a report fdp 
this coimittee detailing the space needs of the State Library. One recoiiineriMtion . 
.could be the assignment ,of the Liberty Memorial Building to the State Libcary 
Coninission in 1979. ^ 

The present space of the State Library has been, satisfactory except for the lack 
of proximity to the Capitol Building. It is a priority of the State Library 
Ccranissicw to ejcpand and improve infoirhatiQn. and library service to state officials

VI. Talking Book Service ." ' ^ 

" Since August 1973, the Talking Book Service for Nbrtti Dakota residents who are 
certified as blind or physically handicapped has been provided by contract from 
the South Dakota State'Library in Pierre. Certification of eligibility and- 
distribution of machines ranains the responsibility of Divisicxi of Vocational 
Educaticxi, Special Services for the Bld^d, Grand Forks. , 

The State Library provides supplementary service to the certified persons throu^ 
loans of large print books and tape "fcassettes not available through a Talking 
Book Service, *• , . _ 

VII. state Document Depository >■ ' 

t. 

The volume of state documents received arrbuhts to 1,300 items each year. Each 
item is indexed by agency name and by the title of the publicatlOT. The indexing 
Informatim is transferred io machine readable tape and stored by the State 
Central Data Processing Center/ Monthly print-buts of new additions are prepared 
each month and accompanies the shipment of depository items to tlie designated 
depository libraries around the state and to the Library of Congress. Semi-annual 
compilaticxis are published and distributed to North Dakota libraries. All doc- 
tnients are microfilmed at the end of the year, and duplicate reels are available , 
for sale. An annual index to the microfilm reels is also published. 

A ••Keyword--out--of -Context'" subject index was published for the years 1965-1974, ■ 
and an agency and title index was published for 4he years 1965-1973. * 

VIII. State Government Service . 

The Governmental Affairs section of the State Library has developed a simple 
cotipiter program (LC-5) to index its materials pertaining to state government. 
Like other State Library computer programs, the 4ata entered can be arranged in 
many ways and appropriate printK)uts produced to fill the needs of the users of 
the ^stem. ^

A cooperative project has been developed with the Supreme Court to add materials 
, in the Court Administrator's library to the LC-5 computer indexing pi-ogram.. The 
, Bureau of Governmental Affairs, University of North Dakbta, has ex^jltessed will- 
ingness to add its extensive collection of library materials to the system. 
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There are other collections in the Capitbl-and elsevitoere that could also be added 
to this systan. 

The imture of this fioaterial is that it consists of short reports or articles, 
usually not listed in mml bibliographic indexes and therefore elusive. In 
traditional library proceduJfes, this type of material is not indexed and there^ 
fore difficult to retrieve*?* ^ ' 

. The goal of this project is a union listing of materials physically located in 
several diffeorant locations. It e3q>ected that the union listing. will facilitate 
researchers locating their needed materials on govemroMital affairs. 

IX, Cdnstitutional Oonvention Publications . ' *

A four volume 1,993 page bode, the North Datota Constitutional Oonvention . 
1971-1972; A Newspaper Accouat, was published by the State Library in 1974. Om 
hundred copies were printed, and cqpies are for sale for $40.00 each. 

, Senate Bill 2074, introduced by Senator IVank lenstrom, President of the Coa- 
J > sfcitutional Convention, was passed by the 1975 Legislature. This Bill trans- 
ferred the remining copies of the Constitutional Convaition Journal and Debates 
to the State Library from the Secretary of State for sale to interested persons 
• and for a reserve sigjply for safe keeping. 

X. Legislation . . ^ . 

Legislation Introduced and acted upon by the '1975 Legislature was suranarized 
in the Flickertale Newsletter of May 15, 1975. 

House Bill 1499 changed municipal library board appointments from thel school 
district board to the city council or coranission. Senate Bni 2137 'expanded the 
powers of contract by library boards to include municipalities and counties in ; 
adjoining states. Senate Concurrent Resolution 4005, pertaining to a l^islative 
Council stu^ of library s^rvicie., again failed to pass, 

XI. Statewide- Library Service Statistics . 

Public library and academic library statistics for the fiscal years 1973 and 1974 
were published in separate issues of North Dalcota Library Notes . School library/ 
media center Statistics are available from the State Department of Public 
Instruction. 

XII. Reeeardi Comoaissloned . ••

Planning Council each conducted studies in their region to determine library and 
■ Infoimation needs, attitudes, resources, services, and finances, and to recaimend 
a plan for jjuxcovement. » 
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The iKK School of the Unfversity of North Dakol^a coi*aucted a study of the 
financial and legal aspects of public library service in Nbrth Dakota. " 

Bonald Rudeer, Mlnot State College Library, conducted a survey of the fevile Lite. 
• PiAjUc Library. He was assisted by D&rnis Page*, Grand Ibrks -Public Library, and 
St 

Ihe Worth Dakota Public Library Planning Council was awarded a grant to 
faciXita;te a series of planning meetings. A report was suhaitted to the State ^ 
Advlaory Coui^cil Oft I4J5raries. 

XIII. ABM Bnpftct Funds for Library Service . 

Ihe State Library ma sfeain instnmental in securing Deparijfiieot of Defense funds 
for the provision of public .library service to the ABM installation area, the 
funds are channeled through the State Library to the Carnegie Bookmobile Ubrary, 
a fair-county operation with headquarters in Grafton.

It is ej5)ect0a' that 
Increased use of the State Library redourties will re^Lt from this project.' 

Utilizing the LC-3 program, a catalog of the TSonple^e holdinglr of the McLean*- 
Mercer Regional Library (28,000 titles) was produced and distribute to ixrandi 
libraries and to the bookmobile. ^ , • ^ - '

XVII. Revenue Sharing . . 

Public libraries are eligible to re<feive f^eral revenue sharing funds throufi^i 
their city or county government. IJurlng the 1973 calendar* jiear iwenty-eigiit 
librarlee received/a tdtal of $170,232,00 in revenue shaTljc/g funds. Duiring the 
1974 calendar yeaaf twenty-nine libraries redfeived a total of $180,333.00. ^ 
R^3retably, ^bout/fifty percent of the lUbraries failed to even request any 
of these 'funds Jit(3pci their city or county government. . . • -

The State Library Cornnlsslon signed a one-year agrecnoent with the Minnesota 
Higher Educati^ Coordinating CtatriWLsfeion tp provide North Dakota residents, 
through their local libraries, Irnproved library and information services. 



The agreement provides for MINITEX (which is operated by the Minnesota Higgler 
Education Coordinating Ccinnission) to provide access to Minnesota library and 
Information resources via the North Dakota State- Library Conmlssion* This access 
tocludes loan of books and dociments, and photocopies of periodical articles, 

Tliree North Dakota libraries have been designated as access points to^MINIlEHT: 
The State Library, Bismarck; The Chester Eritss Libi*fery, University of ''North 
Dikota; The Library, Nbrth Dakofa State University, Fa|go» All other North 
Dakota libraries channel their requests for service through the State Library 
unless special arrangements have been made with University of North Dakota or 
North Dakota State University,. • ' ' 
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Tbe agreenmt requiree^that North Dakota llt*ary reeourcee must first be 
ejdiewstedl befosrew contacting MINIIEX. Thus, all requests for books must ;be 
dfored through the State Library Uhioit Catalog to be sure that the inaterial is ^ 
not available in North Dalcota, Periodical req uests must be filled within the 
state .vAieoever possible before referring to MINITEX. Access libraries are 
.using TWX to transmit MINITEX requests in a designated format and verified in 
accepted bibliographic tools. 

Ihe agreement also provides for MINITEX to produce a. new editions of the North 
Dakota Iftiioq List of Serials. Fifty libraries are participating in the new 
edition. ICCNIIEX has regently published the Minnesota tMioo List of Serials. 
It is ejspected that the NorthlBttljetaJiLst would be published in late 1976 by the 
State Library CaTiidssieo,,,..--*B^^ to the statewide list , areanwide lists 
or type of library lists .can also be produced.

This biennial p^iod contained a axitinuation of long-term trends in patterns 
of service, from the State Library. 

A. The utilization of juvenile' bodks has continued to decline as have the 
Traveling Library and Reading Circle services. Schools have accounted 

\ for the bulk of the circulation of these special collections. As * 
schools establish and build up their own libraries their dependence 
iflpon the State Library diminishes.

- INTRODUGTiON, - ^ . 

Rinds for the federal Library Services and Construction Act were subject to 
unusml stresses and strains during the 1974 fiscal year, and they were 
reflected in the difficulties of administering the State Plan. 

Wlien the Administration planned an abrupt termination of the Library Services 
and Cbnstruction Act by eliminating all funjjUng for Fy-1974, the State; Legis- 
'lature did (after much consternation) appropriate- sufficient funds for the 
State Library to continue statewide services, albeit at a reduced level. 

It shcmLdbe noted, however, thaf^he increased state funding was contingent 
upon the termination of Mbrary S^Wices and Construction Act funds. Vftjen 
Library Services and Gonstructicm Act funds were restored by Oongi^sional action, 
the increased state funds reverted back to the state gaieral fund. 

As in the 1971/73 and the 1973/75 biennial budget requests, the State Library 
Cbmnission has submitted a state budget document detailing the need and justifi- 
cation for state funds to operate statewide library ^service. Ihe federal Library 
Services aad Construction Act funds are to be used for public library development, 
coordination of all types of libraries, and providing special library services to 
groups of persons such as the blind and physically handic^yped, institutionalized, 
settlor citizens, etc. At this time the State Legislature has not corplet^ 
action upon the budget i^uest for the 1975/77 biennium. Should the Library ^ 
Services and" Cbnstruction Act program teiminatfe, as the Administration plans, 
or should Library Services and Construction Act be amended to prohibit the 
substitution of .federal funds for state funds,* then the State Library wiir, by 
necessity, be state' funded. 

ADVISORY OOCNCIL ~ 

Governor Arthur A. -Link established a new Ad\risory Council on Libraries to super- 
sede the Council" that served under former Governor William L. Guy, The new 
Council has received the instruction from Governor Link to submit to hlw a detailed 
report on the status of North Dakota libraries (academic, school, public, and 
special) mid to make recoimendatidns for the development and coordination of the 
resources and ^services of the^ libraries. , - • 

lb assist the Cbuncil, planning comtiittees have been appointed in the academic, 
school, and public library areas. These comtiittees, consisting of professionals 
in their respective fields, are to report to the Council with their detailed find- 
ings and recbranendations. The State Librarian serves as executive secretary to , 
the Cbuncil a^ he or his representative also serves as ex-officio on each of the 
planning comiittees.

The adninistrative staff consists of the State Librarian, an' administrative 
officer, a secretary, and a part-time bookkeeper. Adninisttatlve costs also

Each oj these institutions has greatly benefited from this project since 1967 when 
labrary Services and Oonstmction Act funds became available for state institution- 
al service. While much more needs to be accomplished, sqme of theee libraries 
have reached a reasonable level of service. Others lack even a minimal level of 
service. In FY-1975, a survey of the state institutional libraries is being 
completed and a report with recommendations will be filed with the Advisory Oouncil. 

The state institutions regularly borrow material from the State Library. Consult- 
ant services are available to each institution, tflpon request.
